THE  ALL  HELP  LEAGUE. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  great  matter  of  the  moment  in  your  Hospital  affairs  is,  you  may  well 
believe,  its  reconstruction  and  development  scheme.  This  gives  cause  for 
much  anxious  thought,  not  only  as  regards  the  heavy  cost  and  how  to  meet 
it,  but  also  regarding  the  thousand  and  one  details  of  the  design  and  plans  for 
the  new  building.  Unless  one  is  brought  into  touch  with  this  department  it  is 
very  hard  to  grasp  the  care  and  skill  demanded  to  think  out  all  the  requirements 
of  a  modern  hospital  and  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  the  various  interests  concerned. 
In  addition  to  the  wholesale  design  for  using  the  space  available  to  the  best 
purpose,  there  is  also  the  combination  of  architectural  beauty  with  economy 
to  be  considered ;  heating,  lighting,  ventilation,  sanitation,  power,  ease  of 
access,  lifts,  cooking,  methods  of  arranging  operating  theatres  and  wards  to 
the  best  advantage,  refrigerators,  sterilisers,  store-rooms,  work-rooms,  engineers’ 
and  carpenters’  shops,  offices  for  the  administrative  staffs,  accommodation 
for  resident  officers,  nursing  staff  and  servants,  Board-room,  safety  from  fire, 
suitable  rooms  for  heat  and  radiant  baths,  X-ray  photography  and  treatment, 
ultra-violet  ray  treatment,  dispensary  (not  to  mention  other  points),  have  all 
to  be  most  carefully  thought  out  and  provided.  Thus  you  will  see  that  recon¬ 
struction  is  no  child’s  play  for  the  Building  Committee  and  all  those  working 
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under  their  charge.  Their  one  anxiety  is  to  ensure  that  you  and  all  other 
patients  of  whatever  class  shall  have,  when  needed,  the  best  accommodation 
and  equipment  which  human  ingenuity  can  devise.  You  will  have  read  the 
story  of  the  improvident  man  who  started  to  build  a  house  without  counting 
up  the  cost,  your  Hospital  must  not  follow  his  example  ;  it  has  not  unlimited 
sources  of  wealth  upon  which  to  draw  for  its  present  purpose,  and  therefore  can 
only  proceed  step  by  step  in  its  great  scheme  as  money  is  obtained.  Every 
effort  is  being  made  to  raise  the  required  sum,  but,  as  you  will  readily  under¬ 
stand,  the  job  is  very  hard,  especially  in  the  present  conditions  of  industry 
and  trade. 

The  whole  of  the  old  West  Wing  has  now  disappeared  ;  perhaps  you  will 
be  surprised  to  learn  that  the  lowest  tender  for  this  tiny  part  of  the  work,  after 
allowing  a  little  credit  for  old  materials,  was  about  £7,000.  Further  excavation 
and  preparation  for  the  foundations  are  now  in  hand,  and  then  this  section  of 
the  new  building  should  begin  to  show  itself  in  the  Summer. 

Those  of  you  who  have  been  in-patients  here  will  realise  what  an  important 
part  the  Nursing  Staff  fulfil  in  the  services  of  the  Hospital,  and  will  have  a 
sense  of  thankfulness  for  them.  A  very  cheering  bit  of  news  is  that  a  kind  donor 
has  come  forward  with  a  promise  to  provide  the  first  section  of  the  Nurses’  New 
Home  to  contain  a  large  number  of  bedrooms  and  the  complete  set  of  day-rooms 
required  for  the  whole  Staff.  The  name  of  this  most  generous  benefactor  is  to 
remain  a  secret  in  accordance  with  his  own  wish.  Just  think  what  a  magnificent 
boon  this  will  be  for  the  hard-working  Nursing  Staff,  and  how  grateful  they, 
and  all  who  benefit  from  their  services,  must  be  to  their  unknown  friend. 
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In  one  small  way  the  All  Help  League  has  suffered  from  present  cireu- 
stances,  for  it  has  had  to  shift  from  its  old  cosy  room  to  a  more  public  office  ; 
it  is  not  by  any  means  alone  in  this  respect.  However,  there  is  life  in  the  old 
League  in  its  new  quarters.  You  will  realise  this  when  you  learn  that  our 
League  now  numbers  1,678  members  and  that  during  the  past  year  260  new 
members  have  joined,  a  number  well  in  excess  of  those  who  for  various  causes 
have  been  forced  to  retire  from  the  League. 

During  the  greater  part  of  the  year  Ave  have  all  felt  the  effects  of  hard 
times,  and  you  are  therefore  to  be  congratulated  all  the  more  heartily  on  your 
loyal  and  generous  support  of  our  work,  for  the  sum  total  of  your  contributions
